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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed 
December 3, 2007. At the time of the Office Action, Claims 1-4, 6-20 and 22-36 were 
pending in this Application. Claims 1-4, 6-20 and 22-36 were rejected. Claims 2, 8, and 26 
have been cancelled herein. Claims 1, 4, and 20 have been amended herein. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and favorable action in this case. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 1-4, 6-20 and 22-36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over European Patent Application No. 0248656 by Kazuaki Kitano ("Kitano") 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,520,933 issued to Nobuko Yoshida et al. ("Yoshida") and U.S. 
Patent No. 6,379,675 issued to Robert Becker et al. ("Becker"). Applicant respectfully 
traverses and submits the cited art combinations, even if proper, which Applicant does not 
concede, do not render the claimed embodiment of the invention obvious. 

In order to establish a prima facie case of obviousness, the references cited by the 
Examiner must disclose all claimed limitations. In re Royka, 490 F.2d 981, 180 U.S.P.Q. 580 
(C.C.P.A. 1974). Furthermore, according to § 2143 of the Manual of Patent Examining 
Procedure, to establish a prima facie case of obviousness, three basic criteria must be met. 
First, there must be some suggestion or motivation, either in the references themselves or in 
the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify the reference 
or to combine reference teachings. Second, there must be a reasonable expectation of success. 
Finally, the prior art reference (or references when combined) must teach or suggest all the 
claim limitations. 

Applicant submits that the Examiner has not established a prima facie case of 
obviousness, in that the prior art references when combined at least do not teach or suggest 
all the claim limitations of the amended independent claims. In particular, Kitano alone, or in 
combination with Becker and/or Yoshida, does not disclose a composition comprising "a 
transferrin substitute" and "an insulin substitute." In addition, the references alone or in 
combination do not disclose a composition comprising "no proteins of non-recombinant 
origin" or a composition "free from animal proteins other than recombinant proteins." 
Rather, Kitano discloses a serum-free or nearly serum-free medium, which may comprise 
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optional low density lipoproteins and several other animal proteins. See Kitano, page 2, lines 
43-45. Becker and Yoshida (in combination with Kitano) similarly fail to teach or suggest a 
composition comprising a transferrin substitute, an insulin substitute, wherein the 
composition comprises no proteins of non-recombinant origin or is free from animal proteins 
other than recombinant proteins. 

Consequently, for at least all the reasons stated above, Applicant respectfully submits 
that these claims are patentable over Kitano in view of Yoshida and Becker. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this rejection with respect to these claims. 



In light of the above amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the outstanding rejections. Applicants further submit that 
the application is now in condition for allowance, and earnestly solicit timely notice of the 
same.
